Where- 
fore I maruaile greatly of the bruciſhpefſe of 
many, who doe glory in Faith, and yet haue 
they neither knowledge nor feeling of the 
principall heads of our Chriſtian faith, as their 
anſwers doe teſtiſie, when they are brought to 
any publike examination, Bur albeit the grea- 
tet multitude periſh in their wilfull igno- 
rance, yet Thope ſome ſhall profit by this my 
labour taken for the Church of God, of the 
which I judge you to be apart. Therefore 
take heede to your ſelues, and ſuffer not others 


to goe before you in this ſpiricuall *
